Miss. Code Ann. Sec. 49-17-421 provides that under the Mississippi Underground Storage Tank
(UST) Act, the owner of each underground storage tank available for use in Mississippi shall pay
the Department of Environmental Quality (DEQ) an annual tank regulatory fee. The Commission
is charged by law to establish the tank regulatory fee in an amount sufficient to cover the cost of
the UST Program. Miss. Code Ann. Sec. 49-17-422 established an Advisory Council to conduct
an independent study of the cost of the UST Program.

The Advisory Council will recommend to the Commission that the tank regulatory fee continue to
be set at $150 per tank for July 1, 2021 through June 30, 2022. The staff of the DEQ will also
report to the Commission that based upon the estimated cost of the program, the current estimate
of USTs available for use, and the projected fiscal year 2021 fund balance, the tank regulatory fee
of $150 per tank would be adequate.

The
only matter under consideration is the setting of the tank regulatory fee. A public hearing will be
held if the Commission finds a significant degree of public interest in the proposed tank regulatory
fee.
